then,according to ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Doutwell, we might never redeem the 
greenbacks and so savo tho principal. Why 
go we nil the day oppressed with foreboding* 
of notes coining duo when wo hnvo ski 
engravers aud rapid presses and a uunncin' 
Napoleon who has already projected a con] 
d'etat compared with which that of Decem- 
ber second is insignificant'! 


If any man prefers certificates of govern- 


ment indebtedness which bear no interest, 
are Jiow nt moro than twelve per cent. tliS' 
count and still falling and which are likely 
never to bo redeemed, to certificates which 
draw gold interest every six months ftutl car 
be sold for par ornbovo, if any IRAII prefers 
tho former to the latter, of course, there is 
no reason why the rrovcrmn&st should not 
accommodato him. But when wo consider 
that greenbacks are notes without interest 


l paynblo when sirmflrs repent and fools 


learn wisdom—tomorrow, which nro forced 
by the debtor upoit tlao creditor by legal en- 
actments, the appearance of 
things is 


changed.

J.'tuiti lo. excimngo interest bearing for 


non-infeorest Ijcaring notes ho is fortunate, 
but a ho resorts to some power ho possesses 
to.compel his creditors to niako the exchange 
or cither part of it, then ho is n rascal. 


But tho financier who shuts his ominous 


oyo and laughs immoderately over tho ina- 
bility of Now York merchants to distinguish 
between inflation nud expansion easily dodges 
all these points by declaring that thero 
arc two system 3 of morality—ono for in- 
dividuals nm7. another for nations, ho might 
add a third, ono for himself. Tho country 
may savo, •jiomo interest by tho general's 
scheme 'jut it will inevitably lose financially 
and morally by issuing moro of its notes 
aud refusing in its Congress to niako any 
provision for the payment of those notes.
